Tho eye receives tbt 
stimulus or impression, which passa» 
from the optic nerve to the sympathetic) 
m rvo, so reaching the various serios ot 
tbo lizard’s little color cells under the 
skin.

The pigment cells are distributed all 
over tbo body with more or less regular­ 
ity, and upon their contraction and ex­ 
pansion depends tho prevailing color of 
the animal.
